SUGGEST FOLIAGE PLANTS 
TO GIVE 
QUICK 
RESULTS

A reader who is familiar with the 
growth 
of plants and flowers writes 
the News in regard to the damage 
re--j 
suiting from the recent freeze, 
say 
ing: 
"It is with sorrow in my heart that 
I look upon the gardens of Daytona 
after the severe 
freeze 
of the past 
week. 
To think that only a week ago 
they were a thing of beauty and now 
thy are only dead and blackened 
foli- 
age. 
It is certainly very 
discourag- 
ing, after all the time and money 
ex- 
pended to make them look so beauti- 
ful, but people should not be discour- 
aged. 
It will not take long to have 
their places looking just as well. 
"Plant some begonias 
in the flower 
beds that are partly shaded 
and use 
sweet 
elysium 
as 
a border around 
them. 
In the sunny 
beds plant 
ge- 
raniums, 
salvia and 
caladiums, 
of 
which there are numerous 
varieties. 
Crotons can be used to advantage in 
sunny beds, with a border of nastur- 
tiums, and in a little time all the gar- 
dens 
will be in 
good 
shape 
again. 
There are many other plants that can 
be obtained 
to make 
the 
gardens 
bright again within a short time, Buch 
as 
snap-drago- 
coreopsis, coleus, 
gol- 
den glow, lantana, petunias, 
verbenas, 
stocks and many others too numerous 
to mention. 
For window boxes gera- 
niums, 
ferns, 
club moss and similar 
plants can be used. 
People should not 
be too hasty in taking out plants and 
shrubbery as there is a great deal of
